As for independent claims 1,13, 17-20, and 23, they recite an apparatus and 
method for transmission, reception and processing of signals. Prior art such as 
Todoroki and Tallurri et al. show similar apparatuses and methods but fails to teach the 
recited apparatus and method wherein the primary data which includes the first data in 
respect of a temporal portion of the signal and the second data in respect of the same 
portion of the signal and secondary data which includes the first data in respect of a 
different temporal portion of the signal but lacks the second data in respect of the 
portion, to produce a plurality of outputs providing enhancement data, successive sets 
of enhancement data representing successive improvements to the reconstructed signal 
quality. The primary data includes all such outputs and the secondary data includes 
first data in respect of a like plurality of different temporal portions of the signal and 
progressively smaller numbers of sets of second data in respect to those portions. 

Dependent claims 2-12, 14-16 and 21-22 are allowed because they further limit 
their parent claims.
